In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because invention II draw to an apparatus of transmitter to transmit an announcement for 
metadata. The subcombination has separate utility such as the transmitter. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Group n, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper.
